When Mark Grandstaff, assistant 
professor of American history at 
BYU, was growing up in the ’60s in 
Detroit, a teen-ager usually did one of 
two things after high school: work at 
General Motors or join the delinquent 
crowd. 

Grandstaff took a different route — 
he joined the military. Now he’s try- 
ing to make sure youth who are not 
military-bound have a chance to 
serve. 

Along with 13 others who were 
appointed by Joint Chief of Staff 
Colin Powell, Grandstaff led 1,500 
youth last summer in Summer of 
Service, President Clinton’s model for 
his national service legislation. 

“The emphasis on service has shift- 
ed from serving your country in a 
time of war to serving your country in 
a time of peace,” Grandstaff said. 
Formerly an ROTC and military 
affairs instructor at Berkeley, he start- 
ed teaching military diplomatic histo- 
ry at BYU this year. : 

The U.S. Senate and the House of 
Representatives ironed out their dif- 
ferences on the bill last week, and 
Clinton has signed the legislation that 
will pay college students to do com- 
munity and national service during or 
before college. 

Grandstaff described the week-long 
service training with youth from all 
over the country as a “mini boot 
camp.” The students, aged 14 to 25

Utah lawmakers say college work bill helps few

The House and Senate reached a 
compromise agreement last week.

Money will be dis- 
tributed to states on the basis of pop- 
ulation, competition and the number 
of national non-profit organizations 
involved. 

Representatives from the office of 
Rep.

“There are those who say that we 
just want to give away federal dol- 
lars, but we already give away feder- 
al dollars,” said Kelly Burch, a 
staffer at Orton's office in 
Washington, D.C. “In this way we at 
least get some service in return. It’s 
a more popular way of encouraging

GOP unveils alternative health care plan

WASHINGTON — Republicans in 
Congress prescribed their own health 
care plans Wednesday, pitching them 
as easier-to-swallow alternatives to 
President Clinton’s, that would gradu- 
ally cover all Americans without forc- 
ing new costs on business. 

House and Senate Republicans out- 
lined separate packages aimed at 
making it more affordable for the 
uninsured to get coverage. 

Clinton will officially propose his 
reform package in a speech to 
Congress next week. 

About 20 Senate Republicans are 
supporting a plan by Sen. John 
Chafee; R-R.I., that aims to eventual- 
ly force all Americans to purchase 
their own insurance. Poor people 
would get help through government 
vouchers. 

The plan would require that compa- 
nies offer access to plans but would 
not force them to pay for the bulk of 
the coverage for their workers. 

“We have not been saying this is 
non-negotiable..... We do not think 
employer mandates are a good idea. 
Let’s just see what happens,” Chafee 
said. 

“We're here in the spirit of coopera- 
tion,” Sen. Minority Leader Bob 
Dole, R-Kan., added. : 


“There are some things we’re going . 


to agree on very quickly and some 
things that we might have to have 
conversations about,” said Health and 
Human Services Secretary Donna 
Shalala. She added that the White 
House appreciated “their willingness 
to work in a bipartisan manner toward 
health reform for all Americans.” 
Under Chafee’s proposal, purchas- 
ing cooperatives would be set up so 
individuals and small companies 
could get better rates.

“This is a mainstream plan,” said 
Sen. Christopher Bond, R-Mo. Dole 
agreed it was “not a Band-Aid 
approach, but it’s not major surgery 
either.” 

Like Clinton’s, Chafee’s plan would 
set up a standard package of benefits, 
set by an outside board for Congress 
to approve or reject but not amend. 
Chafee’s benefits package is seen as 
less generous than Clinton’s, but 
would include a range of services 
including prescription drugs, preven- 
tive services and some mental health 
and substance abuse programs. 

The uninsured would eventually be 
covered as savings accumulated from 
tort reform and limits on the growth 
of Medicaid and Medicare, Chafee 
said. He proposed a “pay-as-you- 
save” approach that would cover 
more poor people as savings add up. 

‘By the year 2000, there could be 
federal help for people making 240 
percent of the poverty level and 
below, about $34,000, Chafee said. 
That would ultimately cost about 
$200 billion, or about one-third of 
what the Clinton plan would cost, the 
Senate Republicans said. 

Both the House and Senate plans 
mirror the Clinton approach by pro- 
hibiting insurers from turning away 
high-risk people or jacking up premi- 
ums when someone gets sick.

Clinton promotes NAFTA, downplays Perot 


NEW ORLEANS — With crates of potential exporis towering over him, 
President Clinton promoted a free-trade pact before friendly dockworkers 
Wednesday and bristled at all the attention being paid to Ross Perot’s coun- 
teroffensive. 

In opening his fall drive to get North American Free Trade Agreement 
through Congress, Clinton was clearly seeking to counter the rhetorical fire of 
Perot. “It’s not about me and him,” Clinton said. “It’s about the American peo- 
ple and their future.” 

Clinton took on a role akin to TV talk-show host during his visit to the wharf. 
Sitting on crates, he interviewed those whose businesses are tied to trade with 
Mexico. 

Democratic lawmakers again raised fears Wednesday that the agreement 
would cost American jobs, while the administration said NAFTA is a test of 
America’s global economic leadership. 


Study finds routine ultrasounds wasteful 


BOSTON — Routinely giving ultrasound scans to all pregnant women, as 
many doctors recommend, is unnecessary and may waste more than $1 billion a 
year, a landmark study concludes. 

Researchers found that 80. percent of all mothers-to-be are at such low risk 
that they do not need ultrasound unless problems arise. 

Typically women receive two ultrasound scans during pregnancy costing 
around $200 apiece. : 

“Doctors using their judgment about when to order ultrasound tests results in 
just as good care as doing it routinely,” said Dr. Bernard Ewigman of the 
University of Missouri-Columbia, principal author of the study. 

Many assume that routinely providing such a test will mean safer pregnancies 
for all women, not just those at high risk. 


Leavitt calls lawmakers to special session | 


SALT LAKE CITY — Federal retirees and street gangs. Both will be the 
topics of a special session of the Utah Legislature next month. And both will 
likely cost the state a bundle. 

Gov. Mike Leavitt called the special session Wednesday for Oct. 4, deciding it 
was time to come to grips with a pending lawsuit by federal retirees that could 
cost upwards of $100 million and hamstring the budget next year. 

Gang violence wound up on the agenda after Leavitt, appalled by recent 
reports of gang shootings, moved up his plan to announce an anti-gang initia- 
tive at an upcoming seminar. 

Apparent gang-related shootings at the Utah State Fair and a concert that left 
one teen-ager dead and another man wounded shook the governor. He said he’ll 
ask lawmakers to tighten gun laws and enact legislation to take young gangsters 
off the streets, possibly sending them to detention bootcamps. 

Leavitt, however, spoke only in broad terms and declined to provide specifics 
on either issue. Those will be forthcoming when the session convenes, he said. 

He mentioned two items the proposal will likely include: tighter gun control 
laws and the use of work camps for minors.

ment. They know how high-and low- 
level waste can be safely disposed 
of,” she said. 

If industrialized nations give up on 
nuclear power as an option for the 
future, the world would be placed at a 
much greater risk, Carlsson said. 

“During the conference it was 
proven that where there is enough 
energy, particularly enough electrici- 
ty, health care is better, food is more 
affordable, more children are educat- 
ed, life spans are longer and the quali- 
ty of life is better,” Carlsson said. 

Carlsson cited A. David Rossin, for- 
mer president of the American 
Nuclear Society, saying, “If we, the 
nations that can afford to pay a premi- 
um for conservation and alternative 
energy, end up falling short of our 
goal, we will force upon the develop- 
ing world both poverty and environ- 
mental degradation.” 

The conference goal was to help the 
40 represented countries realize that 
they “are all citizens of planet Earth 
and that they must work together to 


' protect their global environment,” 


Carlsson said. 

Waste is not specific to nuclear 
reactors, Carlsson said. “Anything 
useful produces waste. It is not 
whether there are going to be wastes, 
but their volumes, nature and whether 
they are manageable that matters,’ 
she said. 

At the conference’s conclusion, 
Carlsson said she felt confident that 
nuclear waste could be managed safe- 
ly. 

Carlsson said other forms of energy 
may provide similar benefits to those 
of electricity, but “it seems unlikely 
that these goals can be achieved with- 
out electricity.”

Thanks for printing the talks from President Lee and Provost Hafen. I 
appreciated their assurance that BYU would move through this period 
of “growing pains” maintaining commitments to both academics and 
LDS spirituality. However, a few points in each talk beg pertinent 
questions. 

First, President Lee, as is his custom, offers us the idea that BYU 
enjoys more academic freedom than other universities because here we 
can discuss contemporary academic issues in the context of the gospel. 
While it is true — and I know no one who wishes 
BYU were otherwise — what President Lee doesn’t 
acknowledge is that this very “freedom” often creates a 
system as rigid and limited as the secular universities 
we are trying not to emulate. 

For example, President Lee’s fictional professor 
enjoys the freedom to teach that the U.S. Constitution is inspired. But 
to suggest otherwise at BYU is not acceptable — even for purposes of 
debate. In an Honors American Heritage section a few years ago, the 
teacher and the majority of the students refused to acknowledge the 
possibility that, while the Constitution may have been inspired, it was 
still limited by the racism and sexism of the culture in which it was 
framed. Their rationale was that God had inspired it exactly the way it 
was, placing it on the level of scripture. The freedom President Lee 
lauds was in this case reduced to an orthodox line students were 
required to toe to get a good grade. We differ from secular institutions 
only in the specific orthodoxies we enforce. Neither option provides 
more or less freedom. 

Provost Hafen, in his talk. suggests that BYU will move'into the 21st 
century discussing “many important and challenging issues” through 
“open campus dialogues.” Given the atmosphere of general paranoia I 
sense among many faculty — that the slightest criticism of BYU or its - 
policies might result in church disciplinary action — I doubt anyone 
will be discussing many of the most important social issues of our day 
in any important way. Certainly abortion and terrorism against the 
Church are on the list of important topics that won’t be discussed in 
“open campus dialogues.” As has been pointed out many times in 
recent months, the greatest irony at BYU is that professors who do

When this reality is placed against President Lee’s and Provost 
Hafen’s talks, one conclusion seems reasonably sure: BYU offers more 
academic freedom by allowing joint academic and gospel discussion, 
only if the gospel being discussed is that which is officially proscribed. 
What is not present at BYU is legitimate Mormon dialogue, the recog- 
nition that there are many Mormon experiences, many Mormonisms 
even — as many as there are LDS people. The admin- 
istration’s fear that those who want increased academ- 
ic freedom would secularize the University and 
remove its distant spiritual essence misses the whole 
point. All that is needed is the realization that 
Mormons are diverse. Can we apply the eleventh arti- 
cle of faith — the privilege of worshiping God according to our indi- 
vidual consciences how, where or what we may — to ourselves as well 
as to the rest of the world? 

It comes down to this: Do we believe Joseph Smith when he says “By 
providing contraries, truth is made manifest?” Do we believe him when 
he says we can only receive salvation when our minds have reached 
into the highest heavens and plunged into the deepest abyss? How can 
we do either if no real dialogue is allowed? Even under Ernest 
Wilkinson BYU allowed theological debates, such as those between 
Chauncey Riddle and Lowell Bennion or Hugh Nibley and Sterling 
McMurrin. Such things would never be permitted today, at a university 
that refuses LDS Pulitzer Prize winners Laurel Thatcher Ulrich and 
Steve Benson and noted Mormon artists such as Carol Lynn Pearson. 

Is. this the same university that hosted President Hugh B. Brown and 
heard him say: “Here we are free to think and express our opinions.... 
God himself refuses to trammel man’s free agency even though its 
exercise sometimes teaches painful lessons .... Only error needs to fear 
freedom of expression” and “We do not care whether your thoughts are 
orthodox or heterodox, only that you have thoughts”? 

Recent events lead me to’believe it is not. And it will not be until stu- 
dents and faculty are assured that “open campus discussion” will not 
result in the arbitrary abuse of authority.

Ads not creditworthy 


To The Editor: 

Since school began, I have seen several full- 
page ads from credit card companies and at 
least one article on problems associated with 
them. There are some very good reasons why 
these companies put out the money they do 
for these ads. Any drug dealer knows that the 
best way to drum up business is to give drugs 
to young, unsuspecting children until they are 
hooked, and then they’ Il be customers for life. 
The same holds true for credit cards. Give 
them to unsuspecting students, and they will 
be hooked for life. 

The kind of “hook” I’m speaking of is not 
the impulsive or compulsive/obsessive behav- 
ioral-type normally associated with credit 
cards, but rather a mathematical one. When 
you borrow money for an automobile, the 
contract specifies equal monthly installments 
for a particular length of time, but with a cred- 
it card, the minimum monthly payments are 
computed as a percentage of the average daily 
balance, quite often around 2 percent. As you 
pay down the balance, the minimum payment 
decreases to a point where it holds constant, 
usually around $20. 

As an example, I will show what happens to 
a $4,000 balance at 18 percent APR if the 
debtor pays the minimum payment for the life 
of the loan. With no annual fees, no late pay- 
ment fees and no additional charges made on 
the card, it will take 369 months (30.75 years) 
to pay off, with total accumulated interest in 
the. amount of $9,862. If the card also carries 
a $20 yearly fee, the payoff time will be 453 
months (37.75 years). If the debtor sends the 
payment late one time a year and is charged 
$15, it will take 559 months (46.58 years) to 
pay off. Increase the number of late payment 
charges to three times per year, and the bal- 
ance will decline to around $1,100 where it 
will remain indefinitely. 

Yes, credit card fraud is on the rise, and the 
credit card companies are leading the pack.
